L. B. Dletrick, state potato agent 
for Virginia, wedicted yesterday 
tlfitt fttilMs woMd He able ia 
produce about 13,000,000 bushels 
of potatoes without growers hav- 
ing to purchase tax stamps, al- 
though the state's tax-exempt 
sales allotment is only 10,348,000 
bushels. 

The flgurps were based on cal- 
culations of the Potato Section d 
the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration covering past pro- 
duction and sales records for Vir- 
ginia compiled by the Federal 
Crop Reporting Service. 

Produetion Not To Be Cut 

Dietrlck set 13,000,000 bushels as 
the estimated production Virginia 
could have under its 10,304,000 
bushel tax-exempt sales allotment 
without paying the three-auartens 
of a cent per pound tax. That dif- 
ference represents the portion of 
the potato crop in this state 
normaUy used for seed, consumed 
at home, fed to livestock, wasted, 
or otherwise unfit for human con- 
sumptirai. 

The estimate indicates that Vir- 
ginia will be able to produce near- 
ly as many potatoes as has been 
its custom without growers being 
subjected to payment of any tax. 
The production estimated under 
the sale allotment plan of the AAA 
compares very favorably with the 
state's average crop of 12,574,000 
bushels for the five years. 1029-34. 
76.6 Per Cent Sold 

Virginia sold an average of 76.6 
per cent of its total potato pro- 
duction during the five years 1929- 
34. according to compiled reports 
by growers, crop reporters, and 
census statistics. The balance of 
the crop for the state was con- 
sumed on the farms on which the 
potatoes were produced. The aver- 
age of potatoes sold by state grow- 
ers during this period was 9.632,- 
000 bushels, whereas their tax- 
exempt sales allotment for the 
}999 crop is set at 10,348,000 
iNidiels.

"The 
farmer is buying again," says Cox, 
"buying generously of the many 
things needed after dreary years 
of denial. 

School Enrollments Vp 

"Country schools are again run- 
ning at fuU capacity and agricul- 
tural high schools and colleges, 
and coUegM andjiaMre^tles in 
general, reporij^atly increased 
enrollments. Churches, schools 
and county and state fairs and 
other community ventures prosper 
again— in many cases beyond the 
achievement^ of-post years. 

"In fact, the primary objectives 
of farm living, Uicluding inde- 
pendence from debt, achievement 
of material comfort for the family 
and cultural advantages and edu- 
cational opportunity, have all been 
directly seeved and measurably 
advanced under the operations of 
agricultural adjustment." 

As for improved farm practices, 
Mr. Cox says, "Fanners signing 
crop contracts have planted seed 
of erosion-preventing and soil.

GAIN IN STATE 



Shoii-ierm Loans to Farmerfl 
In YlrgUila Are Gaiining; 
Held Recovery Aid. 



Short-term loans to fanners on 
a business basis by production 
credit associations amounted to 
$210,000,000 last year, or on an 
average about $70,000 per agr|; 
cultural county in the United 
States. This statement was made 
yesterday by Governor W. I. Myers 
of the Farm Credit Administration 
at the annual conference of Vir- 
ginia Extension Service, at Blacks- 
burg. 

"The fact that the 560 produc- 
tion credit associations about 
doubled their volume of business 
in 1035, and maintained a good 
repayment record, is an indication 
of the success of the productitm 
credit system," Oovemor Myers 
said. "These associations should 
prove as sound and as serviceable 
In the short-term field as the Fed- 
eral land banks are in the Icmg- 
term farm mortgage field," he 
eontintted. 

AM Farm Reeovety 

"The sound loans made through 
these associations, baaed on the 
farmer's credit rating and his crop 
and livestock security, have aided 
In farm rerovery and shoukl be of 
permanent benefit to agriculture. 
Tfie production credit associations, 
like the Federal land banks, are 
not lending Oovemment money, 
but obtabi their funds entirely 
from the Federal intermediate

BUILDING GAINS 
IN TOWN NOTED 

Wide Increase in Construction 
Over Last Year Is Cited in 
Report, 

Total building permits issued 
during 1935 in Virginia Beach and 
in the develcvment to the north 
of the town's limits were reported 
this week as of an aggregate 
amount of $194,135 by the Solldera 
and Contractors Exchange, Inc., 
of Norfolk. For Virginia Beach 
proper, the permits totalled $102,- 
700. 

This amount, greatest to be re- 
corded since the record-making 
year of 1929 and one of the larg- 
est listed in, local annals, compares 
most favorably with 1034's total of 
$57,343, marking an Increase of 
$136,792 for the twelve-month 
period Just completed. 

County Totals Not Included

THE PRESmENT'S MESSAGE 



There have been few occasions 
in which the American pe(q>le 
liave looked forward with greater 
interest to a message by a Presi- 
4ent of the United States to Con- 
fress than that of the fourth in- 
itent. 

lliere are solid reasons why this 
jHould have been. We have lived 
^irough six years of a depression 
in our economic affairs, not with- 
out precedents, from which many 
liave suffered heavy losses, all 
have realized a severe shock in our 
living standards, and distress has 
iu>t been uncommon throughout 
the land. 

This economic distress, however, 
has been distinguished frcHn all 
others tai that for the first time in 
Hie history of our national life 
our government has undertaken to 
jtem the tide of natural laws by 
lending a helping hand to certain 
classes of society, by vast expendi- 
tures of the public funds and public 
eredlt, by experiments of a ques- 
tlonsUe nature, both from the 
viewpoint of legality and sound 
kttaiiiefls principles. 

Then, too, the presentation of

Why this change of sentiment? 
Evidently the puUic Is reallztaog 
the impracOcabiUty and utter 
taiimt of these policies. Tb^ 
realize too the unspeakable tragedy 
of bilUons oS wasted money; bor- 
rowed money that must be repaid 
in the toil and sweat of mUUons 
of the present and generations to 
c<Hne.

Has any president of 
the United States ever asked or 
received one-half of the autocratic 
power as he who now occupies 
that exalted position? Have all 
of the presidents save Jefferson, 
Jackson, Theodore Roosevelt and 
Woodrow Wilson and all of the 
past been discredited? Has the 
American Republic bieen a faUure? 
Have all those who built the great 
transportation systems, opened the 
mines, created our credit systems. 
Inventors, artists, writers, etc., who 
together have built the most 
powerful and aggressive civiliza- 
tion existent, been discredited? 
Has our Constitution, ''the greatest 
document ever struck off by the 
hand of man in a given time" been 
discredited. If so, by whom has 
it been discredited? Have we never 
had a financial crisis prior to '29 
and '33? If so, have we not con- 
quered them and risen from the 
aehes of despair stronger, richer 
and more aggressive than before 
without the fantastic and costly 
"emergency" legislation with which 
we have of late been afflicted? 
Why should the critics of this 
administration propose, as the 
President suggested, to the exist- 
ing subservient Congress, to repeal 
the pet schemes of its dictatorial 
leader? It would be quite as 
absurd as is the challenge so to 
do.

It was decided when 
the Constltation was written by 
the duly accredited representatives 
of the pe«q>Ie and later ratified by 
the people. The duty oi tlw Su- 
preme Court was to interpret the 
basic law, to say what the puUlc 
meant in the language used in 
writing that law. This Is all it has 
done. , 

If the people feel that the time 
has come to change the basic law 
it can be dcaae, not by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, nor by 
an obedient and subservient Con- 
gress, but by the people them- 
selves. The Court did its duty, re- 
spected its oath of office; more, 
it would seem, that Congress has 
done or even the President him- 
self. 

Even the most elementary stu- 
dent of the Constitution would 
know that both Congress and the 
President have transgressed the 
powers delegated. Those who wish 
special privileges at the hands of 
the government, that to to say, 
minorities wishing to enjoy ad- 
vantages at the expense of major- 
Ities, or majorities who wish to 
ignore minorities, invariably fall 
back on the general welfare clause 
as an excuse for excesses, but the 
general welfare clause is limited; 
these limitations are defined to a 
major extent by the Ccmstltutlon 
itself, and now the Supreme Court, 
for the first time, we believe, has 
placed a Ihnit to which the Con- 
gress may use the taxing and ap- 
propriating powers, by its inter- 
pretation of the basic law in the 
AAA case. 

Whatever the beneficiavies and 
proponents of the AAA may think, 
whatever the mass of our people 
may think, everycme should be 
thankful for the wisdom of our 
fathers when they provided-hvihe 
setup of our govemqient a court 
removed from the prejudices of 
emotional waves to save us from 
ourselves.

To send the state troops into ad- 
joining states for their annual 
maneuvers means the loss of con- 
siderable revenue to Virginia at a 
time when every dollar is welcome, 
and it is our thought that a strong 
protest against such action might 
bring the desired results. 

The conduct of such a protest 
devolves upon local interests.

The collapse of the Triple A 
structure Is not necessarily a cause 
for rejoicing on the part of those 
poUtical Interests arrayed against 
Mr. Roosevelt. Republicans and 
many Democrats alike have flayed 
its provisions since its enactment, 
but they have tempered their ob- 
jections because it alone seemed 
to hold some possibility of promise 
for the fanner. No other scheme 
advanced could do that and, for 
lack of something better, all have 
hoped for the best, even though 
believhig hi their hearts that It 
eventuwii^ would come to grief. 
That belief was substantiated by 
the recent action of the Supreme 
Court hi Invalidating its powers on 
the ground that such powers were 
violations of states' rights. 

There are indications that other 
ingredients of Mr. Roosevelt's New 
Deal soup are similarly at fault. 
As NRA and AAA have gone, so 
do we expect the Bankhead cotton 
contr(d bill, the potato and tobacco 
control bills, the Guffey bill and 
others to go. Not even the social 
security legislation is safe from 
invalidation, and, when all Su- 
preme Court decisions are made 
and recorded, the New Deal is 
likely to stand forth as a dish 
which contains a shigle ingredient 
of shigular bitterness. 

We are not adverse to a system- 
atic supervision of industry and 
agriculture by government, we be- 
lieve hi the vhlues of a planned 
economy, but we cannot give sup- 
port to any system which flaunts 
from the very outset the principles 
of sound economic procedure.

Following through this line of 
thought, we would press for early 
action on the reconstruction of 
an adequate sewage system. 
Careful attention must be given 
to the merits of the two ptons thus 
far presented, the first involving 
a WPA loan for the needed work, 
an approximate one-quarter of 
which funds must be raised by the 
town, and, the plan last proposed, 
which would tax all hotd blUs of 
more than $10 an approximate one 
per cent. The definite reaction 
against the latter pton by all hotel 
interests operating at the Beach 
presupposes that the Ftederal 
grant, provided such can be ob- 
tained from the present WPA set- 
up, would be more acceptable, al- 
though there is a general feeling 
on the part of the townsmen that 
those who use these services dur- 
ing the season should be taxed in 
some way to relieve the over- 
whelming tax burden which other- 
wise must fall on those who reside 
here all year 'round. 

This, we believe, to the most im- 
portant problem facing the coun- 
cil during the coming months, and 
it is our hope that the issue wlU 
be settled promptly and effective- 
ly. None can question the need 
for such reconstruction, &nd any 
detoy may react unfavorab^ 
against the progras now evidenced 
in building cireles. That progress, 
since it means so much to the life 
of the community, cannot be in- 
terfered with in any way.

Tlie sustained forward move- 
ment of trade during the hot haU 
of the jeea, fcAowed by an extra- 
ordinary cleanup of most lines of 
merchandise dming the hoiUby 
we^, pitted to tte necessl^ ai 
nuuiuf acturers' increasing their 
output, not only in general mer- 
chandise but of duraUe goods, ac- 
cording to Department oS Onn- 
merce repnts from 32 leading 
commercial and industrial cities. 

The year ended with the v<dume 
of retail trade rising to the high- 
est level in several years. Not (^aHy 
did tbe holiday trade run from 5% 
to 50% alwad of last year accord- 
ing to the reporting cities, 'but 
business for the month of Decem- 
ber ranged 10 to 25% better and 
the year's gidn varied among cities 
frcon 5 to 15%. 

Although retail stocks were low 
for the seasonal clearance sales, 
trade for the last week of the year 
continued ahead of the compar- 
able period of the year before. The 
depletion of stocks resulted in 
optimism in wholesale circles with 
record breaking numbers of buyers 
expected at the wholesale marts. 

New Tear statements of business 
and financial leaden were the 
most optimistic in several years 
and a continuance of favorable 
conditions was predicted. These 
statements were based on reports 
from various sources on the steady 
and rapid recovery of industry 
during the latter half of the year; 
an abundant grain crop, sustained 
rise in stocks, ample bank reserves 
and large gold imports, the latter 
representing largeUr Investment of 
foreign capital in the country. The 
gold monetary stocks of the coun- 
try rose to the unprecedented high 
of $10,100,000,000, representing a 
gain of $1,800,000,000 in the year. 

Other significant reports were: 

Payments of dividends to stocks 
holders were the greatest since 
1031, aggregating $2,900,000,000 
for 8,066 corporations paying 
quarterly dividends. The market 
value of 100 leading stocks gained 
$5,453,096,000, or 41.3%. The stock 
market jji^gei the longest suis- 
tained Advance in 25 years. Class 
I railroads enjoyed the best year 
stace 1931. a total of 31,450,000 
revenue freight cars having been 
loaded. Life insurance gained 
$2,500,000,000 to $101,000,000,000, 
greatest increase since 1930. Power 
output for the year reached a new 
high of 92 V& billion kilowatt hours, 
a gain at 9% over 1934 and 2.7% 
over 1929. Shoe production reach- 
ed an all-time high of 308,000,000 
pairs, surpassing 1929 by 6,500,000 
pairs and 1034 by 11,000,000 pahs. 

The upturn in industry has re- 
sulted in heavy replacements and 
plant expansions. The Machine 
Tool Builders' Association, weather 
vane of the durable goods indus- 
try, reported $938,000,000 involved 
in new industrial equipment and 
expansion programs during the 
past six months. Ail branches of 
industry are expected to partici- 
pate in the heavy buying of ma- 
chinery now in prospect. 

PhUadelphia reported brisk de- 
mand for builders' hardware, ma- 
terial and tools for repairs, also 
paints and window glass. Advance 
in the output of textile mills of 
15% over 1034 and prospects for 
continued increased producticih 
were reported. Cincinnati reported 
a gain of 47% in factory shipment 
of shoes during the year. St. Louis 
reported the heaviest wholesale 
movement of electrical supplies, 
hardware and furniture since 1930. 
Oeorgia's first winery, costing 
$100,000, was reported by Atlanta. 
Los Angeles reported several new 
industries. A new veneer plant 
was being constructed in Jackson- 
ville. Many states reported in- 
creased crop valuations. Worid 
cotton stocks reached the lowwt 
level since 1820 with the textile 
industry increasingly active. Busi- 
ness opinion was unanimous that 
further progress would be made on 
the broad recovery base laid in 
1934.

ENGLAND SPEAKS

"The Royal Family," said^the 
road sweeper, "is a very respect- 
able lot." 

Sir Philip agreed. 

"Human, if you know what I 
mean," added the road sweei>er. 
They feel kindly towards us. and 
we feel kindly towards them." 

That has long been the Ameri- 
can conception of the British spirit 
but it adds a cranfortable feeling 
to learn from the pen of a British- 
er that the conception is a true 
one. Last year Sir Philip Gibbs 
turned away from his romantic 
stories of brave IftigUsh people to 
becnne a roving reporter on the 
Continent. In that year J. B. 
Priestley was back home publish- 
ing his impressions of his native 
land in a bocA called "English 
Journey." and more or less at the 
same time Sherwood Anderson was 
putting Anierica on paper after a 
tour of the share-croppers and the 
mill towns and the coal mines and 
the Dust Bowl. 

Now Sir Philip has followed the 
trend and reported what he saw 
in his native land. He advertises 
his product, "England Speaks," as 
"talks with road sweepers, barbers, 
statesmen, lords and ladies, beg- 
gars, farming folk, actors, artists, 
Uterary gentlemen, tramps, down- 
and-outs, miners, sted workers, 
Idacksmith. the man-ln-the-street, 
highbrows, lowbrows, and all man- 
ner of folk of humble and exalted 
rank." 

That is Just about the same as- 
sortment as our own Sherwood 
Anderson interview^ during his 
nomadity. There is a difference, 
however. The American reporter, 
of which Anderson is a good type, 
prides himself on being the equal 
of anyone he meets. It's "Hi, 
Jolm!" to the coal miner and a 
whispered confidence with the or- 
chestra iMider and a slap on the 
liare back of Uie duchess— gestures 
which most likely seem one as in- 
solent as another to the English- 
man. Your Briton regards Eng- 
land as a closed domain, in which 
he has his own fixed position. The 
king and Uie 8la«et sweeper may 
feel kindly towards each other, but 
neither is so Ul-mannered as to 
forget his place. 

Sir Philip's place Is pretty high, 
comparatively, and anything he 
says is likely to be colored by Vb» 
fact, b describing the crowds at 
the Jubilee oelebratifm — wlifaA is 
his point of departure— he dis- 
closes de^ i»lde In Uie way tiM 
bwdea of ooumion peo|de. already 
padced almo^ imbeuaUy tight at 
RJrde Park ooxust to aee the king, 
Bkve baA a Uttte to let "Unport- 
voSt" ymmaamm Uirau^ WlUt 
anUiHly BM«Mily be taOilMir In 



picked his way along in the wake 
of the bigwigs. The host tolerated 
his advance too; not one of the 
greatest, he was nevertheless more 
elevated than they. And as he 
viewed the spectacle from a flat 
above, a friend beside him remark, 
ed: "England does this sort of 
thing better than any other coun- 
try. Look at those people down 
there! "l^ey keep order for them- 
selves. "There's no need to push 
'em .about . ." Reading between 
the lines, ^te can easily aee that 
Sir Philip's book is written, in this 
frame of mind. That the result 
is more revealing than Mr. Ander- 
son's unretouched travelogue is at 
least a defensible point of view. 

Sh- PhUip covers a great deal of 
ground, hi his way. In England 
you don't have to Use the rail- 
roads, the airways and the auto- 
mobile so much to get from coal 
mine to palace as in the United 
States. We learn how shop girls 
live and what iiappens in court 
when the Judge deals with a long 
line of little men who are in ar- 
rears on their instalments. We 
hear the train conversation on 
government and foreign policy, the 
ordinary man's opinimi of British 
prosperity, and the whisper of fear 
in a walled garden. The |!nglish 
people see trouble brewing on all 
sides; they know that another war 
will come some day, and they are 
no longer so patriotic as to think 
that any war is bound to be a 
British triumph, in victory or de- 
feat. "Fear has taken possession 
of many minds, even in England," 
writes Oibbs. "It was this sense of 
fear which I found on a European 
Journey which I made the year 
before. Its shadow is creeping 
over the garden walls of England." 

Gibbs has been criticised for 
writing this botdi too much about 



Dear Old England and too little 
about issues at hand. This writer 
thinks the issues at hand too often 
becloud tile Dear Old countries 
and their people. If we could get 
folk in one Dear Old country' to 
read more about the folk in an- 
other Dear Old country, after a 
whUe we would suddenly find that 
nobody could make them fight.

Perhi(ps one of the greatest 
sources of wonderment to future 
commentators upon this age will 
lie in the relative lack of good 
satire in a world which contains 
so much appropriate material. For, 
despite the many fancies and 
foibles of this generation, we have 
produced no writer who falls t>e- 
tween the direct reportorial style 
of Sinclair Lewis and the pure 
humor of James Ttiurber into the 
happy medium which could qualify 
as true satire.. All of our authors 
either send their shafts too dir- 
ectly or not directly enough. There 
results the rather strange paradox 
of a crazy world which Includes no 
single person capable of receding 
both its humorous and its danger- 
ous aspects. 

In "The Sound Wagon," how- 
ever. T. S. Stribling gives some 
evidence that he may be the one 
to supply the deficient qualities. 
Certainly, he has selected that 
particular aspect of modem times 
which all but shrieks for satlri(»l 
handling. He has. too, gained a 
detached and amused viewpoint 
which Lb the necessary foundati(m 
for this sort of work. The result 
is a good-humored, if searching 
examination of American politics, 
politicians, and the forces whteh

The 
vicious circle drawn by munition 
manufacturers, the petty grafts of 
the nation's representativeis, all of 
the sadly laughable side-show of 
our political structure is high- 
lighted wiUi a bitter brush. The 
clUnax comes when Cardidius, 
after betog elected to the Senate, 
is denied his seat on the grounds 
of over-expenditure in his cam- 
paign. In the investigation, it de- 
velops that the votes his followers 
bought were bought back b| the 
opposition. Much to everyone's 
amazement, it is realized that he 
was actually elected by the honest 
votes. Naturally, he is firmly re- 
fused his seat. 

What Interests Mr. Stribling, 
however, is not the fact that poli- 
tics has become the liason agent 
between big business and gangdom 
but, rather, the even stranger 
truth that the voters of this coun- 
try are not only casual about the 
matter, but are, indeed, even faint- 
ly amused. Here, in truth, is the 
most expensive circus ever seien 
on earth.

Our leaders, how- 
ever, play a game whif h empties 
our pockets of biUions annually, 
and still we constitute a satisfied 
and laughing audience, returning 
merrily to the show at every elec- 
tion day. This, of course, is the 
strangest paradox of them all and 
the author does not fall to make 
the most of it. 

"The Sound Wagon" Is not, 
however, an attempt to herald a 
crusade ^r better and finer things. 
It is simply a record of and satir- 
ical comment upon a strangely in- 
explicable fact. The humor of the 
situation Is the superficial and ap- 
parent feature. It is only after the 
reader has laughed that he begins 
to realize that the situation is. 
after all, not entirely laughable. 
Thus, Mr. Stribihig points out that 
ethics and a degree of honor vrill 
probably return only when the 
gangster rule of force has reached 
its ultimate limit of power. Under 
such conditions, honor may be- 
come a necessity once more. In 
civilisation, not honor, but 
knavery. Is the necessity. You can 
readily see that consideration of 
this and other points, no matter 
how exaggerated, is not calculated 
to inspire the rmder with any 
great enthusiasm for his country's 
mores. 

FYankly, the writer is not in- 
clined to beUeve that Mr. Strib- 
Ung is a good craftsman or a good 
technician. The writhig shows 
signs of haste and cwen careless 
ness \xi expreaaioo. The characters 
are too often popped on the scene 
and Jerked out again without rime 
or reason. Nevertheless, especial- 
ly when it ts cmtsldered that such 
a procedure is admired by so 
many of both our critics and our 
readers, this need not be taken 
too seriously. The book will make 
you laugh and it will also make 
you doubt the contentlcms of our 
modern day Panglosses. No author 
can be asked to do more.

The Council could name a special 
committee of three to administer 
the fund, one iiom the Cdonefl. 
Hotel Association and Chamber of 
Commerce. * 

Virginia Beach needs to turn its 
efforts to Inducing guests to come 
here rather than put a sttunbUng 
block in their paths. Whetber 
these guests desire our best hotel 
accommodation such as the Cava- 
Her or the cheapest tourist home 
we have. They should all be in- 
vited. It will require a PubUo 
Fund to invite those the hotels do 
not cater to. They buy everjrthlnt 
the hotel tourist does except hlglt 
priced rooms. They spend their 
money and those doing bustnagi 
here receive the benefit. 

Up to the present time, praetlc- 
ally all the advertising inrgtada 
Beach has done during the past 
years has come from the hoMb. 
Withta) the last two years a tev 
of the more aggressive merchaiib 
have contributed while many re- 
fused outright, therefore, a special 
license fee of 10% would take cane 
of this unfair distribution, and at 
the same time pbce no hardihlp 
upon any person paying a license. 

Let's try and stay away from a- 
nuisance tax.

Editor's Note— The old frontiers 
are gone. There are no longer 
vast areas of new land on which 
a 

expand. It is now up to us to 
conserve and develop wisely the 
land which we have. How this 
can be done is described by L. C. 
Oray, an authority on land use, 
in a series of three articles, of 
which this is the second. 

Less than a century ago there 
were hundreds of thousands of 
acres of good land in the public 
dimiain available to citizens who 
wanted to stalce out a homestead 
and start, life anew. Today there 
is practically no good free land 
left for American families to settle. 

It is probable, however, that in 
the future we shall as a nation 
require more land under cultiva- 
tion than we now have. This will 
be necessary to take care of a 
growing population. 

Moreover, whenever there- is a 
shortage of industrial employ- 
ment, people naturally go back to 
the land for their living. This hap- 
pened during the early years of 
the depression. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of people moved from ciUes 
to the farms. 

Under existing conditions, peo- 
ple could no longer be fairly sure 
of obtaining tracts of good land.

Blustrattog ttiis point, the Board 
has prep ar ed a chart wl^h dfe^ 
ckMes the "bad boys" of indu^rial 
seasonal maemidoymait to be cer- 
tain indtetries, all of whkA hasvt 
seasonal emplt^mient vartotions 
greater than 50 per cent. One tai- 
dixstry fai particular rises to triple 
its nanaai full-time emidtqrment 
on oct^adon, while . others leave 
many monfiis in Lhe year open for 
other employment by the majority 
of their workers. 

Watfd Adjnt CoBdHieB 

A study reveab that seasonal 
employment in industries varies — 
the number of industrial workers 
by mcmths frmn a March low of 
less than 87.000 to a Septeinber 
high of more than 108.000. Studies 
for individual industries are being 
made, lowing the seasonal on- 
ployment for each. Ftom a study 
of these studies the Board hopes 
to be able to point out how indus- 
tries with opposite season peak 
employments and of related oc- 
cupational types might be located 
together and furnish emplc^ment 
conditions which would give all 
part-time employees of either a 
chance for fuU-time employment. 

The Board admita that indus- 
trial employment cannot always 
be arranged to take up the un- 
employed in slack seasons, but up- 
on the completion of its present 
studies it will begin to study how 
the part-time industrial worker in 
certain industries may be keyed to 
part-time agricultural or ~ther 
employment. 

Would EUmlnato Bdlef Load 

"It appears that in the future 
the commtniity will have to face 
Its own relief problem and take 
care of its own tmemployed," the 
Board states. "The proper plan- 
ning of industrial development can 
eliminate much of this relief load, 
thus saving not only the conui^un- 
ity itself, but ito industries, the 
tax load that tmemployment is 
bound to bring. The.futtu^ should 
see Virginia commtmitles availing 
themselves of our general studies 
jsnd making similar ones of their 
own, through their own local plan- 
ning boards, to insure continuous 
employment for their employ- 
ables." 

The Board's studies show sea- 
sonal employment not only to Vir- 
ginia, but compare it with adjoin- 
ing states and the nation as a 
^ole. It shows that^ \nrginia's 
problem Is not as acute^as Welia- 
tional one, ^hd compares favorably 
with neighboring states. West Vlr- 
ginta only making a mote favor, 
able showing.

No. 7— SLIPPERY WEATHER 

ICB AHB SNOW always bring problems for drivers. These problems are the 
result of less friction. And that is interesting, because usuaUy we are try- 
ing to reduce friction all we can. We use baU and roller bearings to overcraw 
friction. We smooth and polish parts to reduce fric- 
tion. We put oil in our cars to avoid friction. But we 
can't get along without friction, just the same. 

For, after all, we couldn't start-a «r, we couldn't 
stop a car, we couldn't turn a corner, if it weren't fttr 
friction. The friction between the road and our rub- 
ber tires is what gives us traction. 
^ Most of the time we have plenty of traction. But 
m certain climates every year. Winter comes blowing 
and blustering down from the North, and the first 
thing we know he has spread ice and snow over our 
roads, and our whole traction condition is changed. 

But automobiles are pretty well prepared these 
days to meet any conditions. All we have to do is to 
adjust ourselves to these changed circumstances. 
For instance, many skillful drivers start their cars in high gear on very 
slippery, icy streets. Ordinarily this would be a bad thing to do. But when 
our tires have to start us going on slippery ice or 
snow, starting in second or "high" is harmless and it 
does help to avoid Qtlnning wheels, side slipping and 
difficulty in getting under way. If you haven't tried 
this after stopping at intersections, you may be sur- 
prised to find out how much more quickly you get 
started again. Only remember to engage the clutch 
very slowly. 

This buslnera of starting in slippery weather can 
be quite a problem. But stopping is even more so. 
However, most good drivera agree on one method 
that tlny^nd quite satisfactcnry. First of all they 
be^n to 'riow their cars down at quite a distance 
from where they want to st*^ They i^ess the brake 
lightly at first and rdease it abnost at once. Then 
ihey vnm again and release quiddy. By a series 
f imet, moderate brake action^ inrfead of one cmtUnuous pt«isuf«k wey 
Tadually reduce qieed and can usually stop without ^iMing.

STATE WELFARE 
COUNCIL NAMED 



Legislative Program to Cure 
Delinquency Considered by 
New Group. 



Appointment of a state com- 
mittee on delinquency, as the first 
unit of the' new Virginia Welfare 
Council, was announced in Rich- 
mond this week by William H. 
Bchwansschild, president of the 
Virginia Conference of Social 
Work and of the Central National 
Bank at Richmond. Mr. Bchwar- 
schild at the same time appointed 
an advisory board for the commit- 
tee, headed by James W. Phillips, 
director of the Bureau of Organ- 
ization and Supervision of the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare. 

The committee, headed by Col- 
onel LeRoy Hodges, managing 
director of the Virginia State 
Chamber of Commerce and mem- 
ber of the State Prison Board, will 
have a legislative program as its 
objective, including: 

fcegislatlve Program 

Enactment of laws creating a 
statewide system of proluitiiHi, 
parole and indeterminate sentence. 

Provision of facilities for all 
female felons at the Industrial 
Farm tat Women and their re- 
moval from the penitentiary. 

Creation of state farms f w con. 
finement of all sentenced mis- 
demeanants and their removal 
from local jails. 

Establishment of permanent

Welfare for the State of Virginia, 
wlU be asked to address a meeting 
of representative county citizens 
interested in the creation of such 
a department for Princess Anne 
county on Monday afternoon, 
January 27, it was learned this 
weelc. The invitation to present 
the possibilities of such a depart- 
ment and Ite value to the cmn- 
munity wiD be tendered by a local 
citizens committee, of irtilch Bfrs. 
A. E. EweD, of Lynnhaven, Is 
chairman. 

According to Mrs. Ewell and her 
associates, the present great de- 
mands for relief made upon the 
county government by indigent 
citizens no longer make feasible 
the haphazard methods of reUef 
distribution previously used. Prin- 
cess Anne county is now spending, 
it was pointed out, more than $8,- 
000 per year for welfare purposes, 
all of which is appropriated with- 
out any trained supervision or 
competent investigation. With the 
withdrawal of the Federal govern- 
ment from relief activity and the 
return of the relief problem to the 
State and the individual commun- 
ity, an even greater increase in the 
demand for assistance is antici- 
pated. 

Material Savings Seen 

Those who have proposed the 
creation of a county department 
of public welfare believe that ma- 
terial savings can be made for the 
county by the investigation of per. 

Under the 
present setup, there is no agency 
to which the board of supervisors

J. J. KandoSf Prominent Beach 
Merchant^ Succumbs to Illness 

Death Occurs Early Thursday Morning; Wa& Popular Figure 
In Community During Nine Years o^^'^esidence; Funeral

James Jann Kandos, a resident 
and merchant .of Virginia Beach 
since 1927, passed -away in his 
sleep at 12:35 Thursday morning 
as the result of a cardiac ailment 
froni which he has been suffering 
for the last two years.

Mr. Kandos' death, which was 
not wholly unexpected, came as a 
i:hO£k to his many friends and 
business associates in Virginia 
Beach and Pilncess Anne county. 
A popular and much loved figure 
in the community which claimed 
his last years, his friendliness to 
all, whether' resident or visitor, 
and his keen understanding of hu- 
man nature endeared him to all 
with whom he came in contact. 
As one of his friends expressed it 
yesterday, the place left vacant 
by Mr. Kandos' death will not be 
easily filled. 

Born In Greece 

James Kandos was born in Kip- 
parissia, Trifelias, Oreece,°July 20, 
1886. He arrived in the United 
States on April 27. 1904. and. on 
SciJtetnber 17, 1917. he became a 
naturalized citizen, securing his 
final papers in Mauch Chunk. 
Carbon County. Pa., where he had 
been in business for several years. 
On E)ecember 2, 1910. Mr. Kandos 
was married in New York City to 
Miss Leona Wagner, of Hazleton, 
where he was then engaged in 
business. 

In 4919, he moved to Norfolk, 
coming to Virginia Beach from 
that city eight years later. Since 
his arrival here, he has maintahi- 
ed his thriving confectionary and 
delicatessen business in the same 
quarters, in the Morrison Building 
on Atlantic Avenue at Seventeenth 
Street. This store, during his years 



of association with it, has l>een a 
popular spot with residents and 
vacationists alike. 

Mr. Kandos is survived by his 
wife, a sister, Mrs. Polita Leidiota,

DISCUSSED 



Community Unable to Bear 
Desired Improvements Bur- 
den, Mr. Crane Asserts. 



Imposition of a visitor's tax on 
ail hotel bills contracted during 
the summer months of $10 per 
person or over, such tax not to ex- 
ceed two per cent, would eliminate 
a substantial part of the heavy 
tax burden now being carried by 
residents of Virginia Beach and 
would result in the creation of 
desired public improvements iri the 
community which would not 
otherwise be secured, Richard 
Crane, of Westover, a prominent 
property owner in this section, told 
this newspaper this week. 

"It.Js unfair to presume." Mr 
Craae stated, "that avesidentiai 
population of less than 2000 per- 
sons should provide the utilities 
needed to service a peak tourist 
load of not less than 30,000 during 
the summer. To attempt to pro- 
vide all of the services needed by 
purely local taxation is to create a 
tax burden which no community 
of this size can bear." 

Practice General In Europe 

Although American resorts hAve 
not applied such taxes to guem, 
Mr. Crane produced literature to 
prove that such taxes as he ad- 
vocates are now generally levied 
throughout all of Europe. In many 
instances, as at Basle.

WHY A WELFARE 
DEPARTMENT? 



During the fiscal year ended 
July. 1935. the county board of 
supervisors appropriated $4,388 for 
the care of aged poor in the Nor- 
folk City Home; $173 for hospital- 
isation of indigent residents; $210 
Xor burials; $275 to the Kings 
Daughters for welfare work among 
the county poor, and $2',488 for 
outright grants of relief to those 
who made applications to the 
])oard for assistance. In all, a 
total of $7,608.83 was expended 
here from July, 1934t. to July. 1935, 
' on a program referred to in the 
last audit as that of public wel- 

How far did the expenditure of 
these sums actually contribute to 
B sound public welfare program? 
Were the cases selected for relief 
actually in need of such assist- 
ance, or were there included some 
Individuals fully capable of paying 
for their own bills? Did every per- 
son worthy of relief get such from 
the board? Were records kept of 
these cases, or was there any at- 
tempt to determine from a broad 
county survey just what phases of 
public welfare were most impera- 
tive? 

These are but a, few of the maijy 
questions which arise in the minds 
of those who recognize the broad 
social responsibilities which gov- 
ernment owes to its people, and. 
with the exception of the last in- 
terrogation—the answer to which 
Is an emphatic no — ^there are no 
figures available which can with- 
stand the light of Investigation. 
$7,600 expended on mere hearsay 
evidence, without any attempt 
made to determine the desirability 
of such expenditure! Little wonder 
that responsible citizens stand 
amazed before the unscientific 
actions of those charged with the 
duties of government. 

We do not mean to suggest that 
all. or any of this money has 
reached undeserving persons. We 
know no more about that than do 
the supervisors who appropriated 
the funds, and the amount of their 
exact knowledge, barring the con- 
tribution made to the Kings 
Daughters, is slightly more or less 
than nothing at all. Without ade

Arthur James is chairman. Be- 
cause the last named agency re- 
serves the right of presenting pos- 
sible candidates for the positicm to 
the supervisors, who make the 
final selecti<m. the dangers of 
politics creeping into the office are 
minimized, and, with a trained 
worker in the field, great good 
might be anticipated. 

The duties of a welfare worker 
are both varied and constructive. 
She would investigate, first, all ap- 
plications for outside relief, check- 
ing upon earning possibilities of 
the applicants, upon the possibility 
of assistance from their immedi- 
ate families, and. when the case 
had been investigatecf thoroughly 
and competently, her recommend- 
ation for assistance would then be 
presented to the county board, 
with power to act upon the case. 
She wbuld investigate hospitaliza- 
tion requests, applications for or- 
phanages and old age asylums, as 
well as burial requests. 

Such a worker might be of as- 
sistance to the court in the field 
of juvenile delinquency, continuing 
the needed investigations and 
remedial treatments after the 
court's decision had been render- 
ed., She might serve, in the event 
that the state truancy law was 
paralleled by the .local school 
board, as a truant officer, check- 
ing on the several hundred child- 
ren of school age who are not 
now enrolled in the county sys- 
tem. She would, of course, be con- 
cerned with the proper clothing of 
children enrolled in the schools 
and in the securing of competent 
medical attention for expectant 
mothers and newborn babies. 

There are so many phases of 
local activity in which such a 
worker might function to the ever- 
lasting advantage of the county 
that we cannot consider all in the 
space at our disposal. However, it 
is our hope that the above brief 
account will serve as a means of 
evaluating the desirability of such 
a local department and will pro- 
vide the impetus needed to create 
such a post in our county admhi- 
istration. 

The cost of such a project would 
be shared by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare and the 
county board of supervisors. Some 
saving, or at least the restoration 
of order, might be anticipated 
from a critical investigation of 
those persons who are now public 
charges, possibly enough, it has 
been suggested, to carry a great 
part of the worker's salary. But, 
whatever the result and In spite 
of an increased appropriation for 
this work, the department is vital 
to the good of the county and, we 
assert, most necessary. Soon or 
late it will be established here; it 
is our wish and hope that such 
estal}lishment will be a matter of 
the very near future.

It is regretable, therefore, that 
many signs of decay should be ap- 
parent at a time when its full 
force and effect are so badly need- 
ed. Today, in spite of all of the 
regularly recorded protests of an 
independent press, we see on every 
hand the Ignominious scene of a 
press deUberately selling out to the 
twin forces of politics and utilities. 
Gone is the courage and the 
splendid fearlessness that once 
mariied the course of our news- 
papers and. in its stead, we behold 
an obsequious group of hirelings 
which do daily obeissance to (1) 
the baser elements of man which 
demand the spectacular at the 
expense of truth. (2) to politics] 
and political chieftains, whether 
right or wrong, or (3) to human- 
ity-exploiting utilities and other 
industrial interests whose chief 
purpose is the thwarting of a 
modem economic and sociological 
trend. 

This indictment is not by any 
means an all-inclusive one, for 
many sections of this nation's 
press continue today as the most 
alert guardian of our liberties and 
the greatest exponent of progress 
which we know. It is true, however, 
of a large percentage of both daily 
and weekly publications, which, in 
the aggregate of their circulation, 
service a wider area than those 
journals which continue to regard 
the publication of a newspaper as 
a sacred public tmst. 



N(H; so unusual. Init equally re 
gretaUe. is the ^i^desale evacua 
tion of truth in the taiterests of 
political expediency. Most news- 
papers have ever been aligned with 
one political ctmt^pt or another, 
but never have we seen sach pros- 
titution of news columns hi the 
interests of editmrlal belief as to- 
day. It is as difficult to* obtain 
from these newspapers an actual 
picture of what is going on In of- 
ficial Washhigton as it is to gather 
a fair report of the Italo-Ethlopian 
conflict from Mussolini's own 
journal. What the President says, 
believes and does fhids its way. 
with eulogistic embellislMnents. In- 
to Democratic newspapers. What 
he fails to do, believe or say is 
featured in the Republican Journ- 
als. Truth, it wouki appear, is 
discarded for future political pa- 
tronage and favor. 

While we would prefer to utter 
fairer words of our national Journ- 
alistic setup, we can only present 
those facts which strike us most 
forcibly. Thus, in late years we 
find the weekly papers, formerly 
the outer Une of defense for to- 
dependent thought and expression, 
literally lapphig up the pap 
thrown to them by syndicates 
whose chief reason for existence 
is the creation of a utiUty-minded 
public. Weekly, reams of editorial 
copy make their way to this and 
other newspaper offices, free for. 
the asking and. Indeed, sent with- 
out the asking. Written by master 
publicists, the material is right 
tempthig to the lazy editor and 
to the publisher who cares little 
what fills up the blank space not 
devoted to advertisements. 

Vhginia weeklies, while not 
alone in their acceptance of this 
propaganda, are using it in ever- 
I increaising quantity. It is not un- 
usual to find the same editorial, 
couched in the same words, ap- 
pearing in one dozen or more 
newspapers on the same day. 
without a single word of credit to 
indicate its source. To all appear- 
ances, from the readers point of 
view, it is the expression of their 
hometown editor and, since they 
do not have the opportunity for a 
comparison with other journals, it 
is taken as the belief of the man 
who heads the newspaper. If there 
is justice in such a course, we fall 
to see it.

Quactoi and 
cranks have been given fullest 
puUicity, and. though every ves- 
tige of doubt as to the murderer's 
hmocen(% has been removed, yet 
do these journals prate their non- 
sense to a morbidly-curious public. 
Is the public demand for such 
reasMi for its continuance? This 
department thinks not.

Once more the moral farces of 
the nation are glrdhig up theh:

It is rather like old ttanes to 
have the bishop back again as the 
moral Fuehrer of the republic. N^,-' 
one can belabor the liquor ln{|^ 
ests with greater verve than he, 
and no one Is more adept at whal- 
hig his adversaries flguratlTelir 
over the occiput with imperious 
words of condemnation. 

It was only natural that the 
Anti-Saloon League dtoidd have 
appohited his lordship to the 
chairmanship of its national legis- 
lative committee, a poet which au- 
tomatically elevates hhn to the 
position of Duce of the dry lobby 
at Washhigton. The fervid en- 
thusiasm with which the league's 
annual convention greeted the bis- 
hop's resolutions, calling for a new 
drive for nation-wide prohibition^ 
would appear to be indicative of 
its admUration for him. 

We seem to recall some episodes 
of late years which Introduced a 
somewhat jarring note into the 
chorus of adulation heaped upon 
Dr. Cannon by his admirers over 
a period of several decades. There 
was, for example, that little im- 
broglio over the New York bucl 
shop, together with the flol 
hoarding incident. And, Incredible 
as it may appear, some of the bis- 
hop's Own brethren in the Metho- 
dist Church preferred charges 
against him on two different oc- 
casions, once because they felt it 
was somewhat out of the ordinary 
for a Methodist bishop to be deal- 
ing with a bucket shop, and again 
because they beUeved him to be 
guilty of hnmorallty. Then the 
Federal Government preferred 
charges against hhn of vidaUng 
the corrupt practices act. 

However, the bishop was not 
molested Federally because of the 
flour-hoarding hicident or his ex- 
tensive dealings with a New York 
bucket shop, the operators of 
which went to the penitentiary. 
When his church looked hito his 
bucket-shopping, he apologlied, 
and nothing was done about it„''^ 
The committee of Methodist mm- 
isters which ctmsidered the 
charges of immorality "found no 
trial necessary." He was acquit- 
ted of violating Uie comuik piae- 
tlces act by a Federal Jury. 

Are we not to conclude, then, 
that this great man is the victim 
of persecution at Uie liandB of 
what he so frequently describes as 
"the wet and Roman Catholic 
press?" True, Bishop DuBose td 
his own church urged him to re- 
sign from the episcopacy because 
of bitter antagoninn to him 
among Methodists, but maybe 
Bidiop Du^ne got the l<tea frun 
Mr. RaAob that such uitagonlsm 
existed. It must be recalM thftt 
Mr. Raskob is a "wet Roman 
Cattitdic Knight of Columboa and 
chamberlahi of the Pope of 
Rome."

"Men and ftethren," by James 
Cknild CoBsens, richly illustrates 
that excellence of prose stjie 
which Walter Pater terms "mind 
in style." The evidence oi care- 
fully predetermined structure in 
this novel eaamot faU to please 
the discriminating reader. The 
time of the hock is a space of 
three days; the scene, a New York 
parish House and its immediate 
environs. The central character 
is a -j^Ming clergyman, ^i^om we 
see in the cmirse of his duties, 
meeting proMems which becmne 
suddenly urgent during the sultry 
weA-end in wMch we teXiaw his 
activities. Greek tragedy sekkmi 
shows more painstaUng attenUon 
to the unttiea of time, idace and 
action than does "Men and 
Brethren." 

The motivating idea of the pieee 
fi that the function t^ a clergy- 
man in modem life is the serving 
of the problems at his fellow men, 
n(^ through any steretrtyped rou- 
ttaie, and not thr^gh hypocritical 
doctrines of divine benevcdence, 
but through the dictates of ex- 
pediency coupled wl^ senslttve 
and enlightened ^nqwthy. Par 
example, our clergyman, Mr. Cud- 
lipp. is extremely unorthodox In 
his treatment of the case of Oer- 
aldine Binney, the young wife who 
in the midst of marital discord 
had sought happiness in the arms 
of a lover. The lover, unfortun- 
ately, deserts her for a new flame, 
leaving her mentally in chaos and 
plqrslcally with child. Her natural 
tendency to seek surcease of sor- 
row in the arms of death is Avert- 
ed fay the Reverend Mr. Cndlipp, 
an<rshe has, by his direction, an 
abortion performed. Afterwards 
she returns to her husband and 
child to pick up the threads of her 
life where she had dropped them. 

The above, as one of the numer- 
ous bizarre situations which con- 
front this unusual clergyman, 
gives one an inkling of the kind 
of book that Mr. Cozzens has writ- 
ten. His characters are admirably 
drawn, with an attention to in- 
formative detail which is artistic 
and effective. A more ably writ- 
ten book it has seldom been our 
pleasure to encounter. 

However, in spite of the many 
excellencies which the book doetf* 
possess, it is lacking in that ele- 
ment of prose style which Pater 
calls "soul;" and, though its 
author succeeds admirably in the 
technical treatment of his subject, 
he misses altogether the signific- 
ance which he ardently strives to 
inject into his writing, it seems 
to us that he has striven to do 
what Uoyd Douglas did in "Oreen 
Ught": namely, to describe a new 
way of spiritual guidance in a 
world where spiritual guidance is 
increasingly more unwelcome. 
However, Cozzens lacks the spirit- 
ual convictions with which Doug- 
las is so richly endowed. He is, in 
fact, not so able a preacher, and 
hence falls down in the delivery of 
his sermon. 

Considered as a satire upon the 
elder branches of soul healing, 
"Men and Brethren" might be 
called successful, and. at worst, is 
provocative of intense thought. 
However, though we make no brief 
for religion, we find a subtle of- 
fensiveness at>out the grossly prac- 
tical light with which religion is 
regarded by Mr. Cozzeps. We are 
not convinced that he is not ex- 
ploiting, though not in so blatant 
a manner as that of Sinclair Lewis 
in "Elmer Qantry," the shocking 
power still inherent in a satire on 
the Church. There is Just that 
degree of emphasis in "Men and 
Brethren" upon wine, women, 
song, and perversion that leads us 
to believe that the author made a 
deliberate attempt to be sensa- 
tional. We find sensationalism 
particularly hard to forgive in a 
novel which sets it^lf up to be 
Inspirational. 

It is regrettable, lamentable, in 
fact, that Mr. Cozzens found it 
necessary to waste so much ob- 
vious talent up<ni a theme which 
will unavoidably be offensive to a 
large number of discerning read- 
ers.

Sndrtek 
and Amett lave little novel to of- 
fer us in tjiis line. Yet, the remit 
of their examination to a restrain- 
ed enconium vAiich permits the 
conservative Southerner to swell 
with quiet inride. 'Messrs. ICend- 
rick and Amett also avow an in- 
tenti(m to search out those social, 
economic, pcditical and cultural 
institutions— sweiA away in the 
Civil War and Reconstruction 
periods — ^iriiich diould be pre- 
served. Here the auth(»-s do less 
well. In si^te of the fact that 
many thinking people recognize 
drawbacks resulttag from having 
rebuilt the South on Northern 
patterns, there have been too 
many changes in national life and 
thought to revert to traditional 
standards, however fine. Onfort- 
unately. Messrs Kendrick and 
Amett give but a hastUy can- 
sidered glance to pnMems that 
face the Sooth today. 

What the reconstruction of ^d 
Williamsburg has done for its 
hmnes, J. A. Osborne's "Williams- 
Imrg hi Colonial Times" does for 
its peoide. Reading this slight 
volume, based on Nicerpts from 
the Virginia Ctasette of the 17th 
and 18th centuries, is an inimit- 
able experience. Tot instance. It 
is thrHltng to find in old Bruton 
Parish a story analogous to that of 
J(dm Alden and Priscilla. On the 
other hand, it seems fabit^ start- 
ling that young gentlemen and 
ladies, now venerated ancestors, 
restorted to the news columns to 
express appreciation for gifts, to 
hint for marriage, and yes, to re- 
fuse it. There are articles about 
runaway Slaves; and notices pub- 
lished by aggrieved husbands. An 
ex-conyict advertises in order to 
intimidate a reluctant father-in- 
law. If, as some say, this volume 
has more of human than historical 
value, there to no lack of compen- 
sating charm.

Too many snapshooten^ when 
taking pictares of their friends, 
have them stand as straight as a 
ramrod and look directly at the 
camwa. That may be all right for a 
record pictnre but the snap would 
be much more interesting If people 
in It were doing something. 

If you will give Jnst a little 
serious thought to your snapshoot* 
Ing and thoroughly know the limita' 
tlons or versatility of your camera 
you will be well rewarded with In* 
terestlng, artistic or story-telling 
pictares which you will be proud to 
show your friends and which will 
win their admiration.

^ Efforts to establish teak growing 
in Ceylon are to be made by the 
I Island's forestry officer. Attempts 
have previously been made by the 



but in recent years the enterprise 
was dropped in the belief that the 
island was not suited for quality 
teak cultivation, and it was. there- 
fore, not likely to be remunerative. 
The forestry officer held another 
view. At the request of the Min- 
istry of Agriculture, therefore, he 
is to organize teak planting in the 
dry zones. 



It is obvious that poor farm 
families, vainly trying to make a 
living on unproductive land, suf- 
f^ from their own misfortime. It 
can l>e demonstrated, however, 
that these attempts to use land for 
purposes to which it to not suited 
also cost the taxpayer money. 

If a farmer cannot make enough 
off hto land to provide sufficient 
food and clothing for hto family, 
there to bound to be very little 
money for taxes. Thto to evidenced 
by the fact that large areas oi 
land are tax delinquent in regions 
wl^ere land to being misused. Poor 
land in farms cannot pay taxes. 
Idle, cut-over forest land, where 
fires have prevented reforestation, 
also produce Uttle if any revoitie 
that win pay taxes. 

Yet roads and schooto must be 
kept up wherever there are people 
living. Roads and schooto f<mn 
the major part of the expenses in- 
curred by many rural towns and 
counties. Persons living aa good 
land are forced to make up the 
deficit incurred by the tax delin- 
quency on poOT land. 

Studies of this problem have 
been made by the Resettlement 
Admintotration in co-operation 
with several state agencies. In one 
place twenty-eight families were 
found, which cost the county 
about $185 per year each to tran^- 
oort their children to school. Each 
family paid an average of only 
$6.40 in taxes. In other words,' 
taxpayers from other pairte of the 
county had to take about $5,000 
out of their pockets in order to 
carry these children to and from 
school. The cost of keeping up 
the roads and of supporting the 
school was in addition to thto ex. 
pense. 

In another state, it was esti- 
mated that more than $7,000,000 
was spent on relief, private charity 
and uncollectible loans given out 
during four years to farmers, most 
of whom lived on land that could 
never hope to yield them a, living.

The 1935 RoU of Horror is 20 
lynchlngs, 19 of them in Southern 
States, and 18 ot the victims Ne- 
groes. The number is 33 per cent 
larger than last year's 15, tMt 
smaller by eight than the 28 in 
1933. It is the largest number of 
lynchings in the past dozen years 
save in 1933, in 1931. and 1926. 
During these dozen yeara the 
range has been from 8 to 28; ^he 
average between 16 and 1*7. 

Compared with earlier years 
around the turn of the century, 
when a hundred lynchings a year 
were not unusual, this ispii^rgs^ 
of a sort. Compared even with 
20 years ago, when 50 lynchings 
were not infrequent, it is progress. 
But compared with mme recent 
years it is regfression. 

It is all the more humiliating 
because most of the 20 victims of 
last year were not even charged 
with attacking white wtmien— tbe 
old pretext for lynching— and 13 
of them were taken from the 
hands of officers <A the law. Three 
of the victims Were charged with 
rape, and three others with at- 
tempted rape. But the majorl^ 
were murdered by mobs for such 
alleged offenses as murder (seven) 
altercations, activittes in orgaiUz- 
ing share croppers, dapping a wo- 
man, and ccnnmimistic activity; 
and one merely because a mob was 
searching another man and f otmd 
him. 

Discouraging as the record is in 
some respects, it will not dampen 
the efforts of Southerners who are 
determined to replacf the savagery 
of the jungle with a decent respect 
for law. The pressure will con. 
tinue. and in the long run it will 
win. It will be directed toward 
Governors and sheriffs and police- 
men, and toward officers of all 
types. It wQl be directed especially 
toward Jailers who allow mobs to 
taken prisoners from their very 
hands. It will be directed toward 
public opinion and toward the 
courts themselves. 

Meantime, a special effort 
should be made in Mississippi. 
That State producet^ seven of the 
man-killing mobs of 1935 and six 
of the fifteen the year before. It 
has been for years the worst of 
the lynching States, as it is the 
most backward by nearly any 
other test by which civilization can 
be measured. But it is by no means 
hopeless. One Mississippi Gaver- 
nor who honestly sought to punish 
lynchers could work wonders. One 
Mississippi sheriff who defended a 
prisoner with his pistol could be- 
come a celebrity. One Mississippi 
jailer who defied a mob could set 
an example that might turn the

These studies are made by the 
Board to show the sources of in- 
come of the labor of the state and 
are matched by studies of agri- 
cultural workers and those in the 
"service" industries. When the 
study is completed it will show 
where l^will be essential to bal- 
ance employment by the establish- 
ment of industries and other 
studies of the Board will reveal 
the raw material and other assets 
of the various counties and the 
tsrpes of industries which might 
be expected to succeed in these 
locations and thus furnish the 
needed employment for areas that 
today are unable to supply a means 
of livelihood to the present popu- 
lation. 

The studies of the Board ex- 
tend back to the year 1899, and 
reveal that since that time there 
has been a decided decentraliza- 
tion of industrial wage earners 
which has resulted in growth of 
smaller communities and a mini- 
mum growth by the larger ones in 
the state. The Board's study re- 
veals, however, that this growth 
has taken place mainly in com- 
munities which in 1899 already 
had some industrial development. 
How to spread and encourage fu- 
ture growth where none exists Is 
one of the problems which it will 
study.

Flour, Ije said, which costs frtmi 
ten to fifteen cents on the market, 
could be produced at home St a 
cost of not more than two cents 
i per pound. Vegetables and fruits 
I could be canned at similar savings, 
and so on and on with an tmbe- 
lievably large list of home-con- 
sumed materials. Such variations ^ 
in price, he said, were due in large ' 
part to the great distribution costs, j 
which, when added to the cost of | 
consumption, made the resulting , 
retail price far beyond the actual ' 
i worth of the product. 

Practical Point of View 
In his entire argument, Mr. 
Borsodi maintained a practical 
point of view, presenting the story 
of home industries as an economic 
matter whiph can bring a great 
measure of financial emancipation 
to those families and communities 
which are wilUng to pursue them 
on a sane and sensible course. His 
argument, he repeated time after 
time, was wholly practical, for that 
which he discussed had been ac- 
complished fh his own home and 
among his neighbors in the model 
Suffem community. His txtcfc- 
ground, as a practical economist 
and adviser to many nationally 
important producers of finished 
products, lent further weight to 
the merit of his argument.

A striking increase in the num- 
ber of tenant farmers in Virginia 
has been revealed by reports of 
the 1935 census of Agriculture. 
From 1930 to 1935 the number of 
fartn tenatits lncrease|l 17 per cent 
in this state. 

Numerically, the number of ten- 
ants grew from 47,970 in 1930 to 
58,387 in 1935. Thkty per cent 
of all the farmers in Virginia were 
tenants in 1935. the census figures 
further revealed. These figures 
were assembled in connection with 
the preparation of a report on 
farm tenancy by the Division of 
Land Utilization of the Resettle- 
ment Administration. 

Increase Is Oeneml 

Final results of the Census of 
Agriculture have not been tabu- 
lated for all states. Figures for 
thirty-eight states indicate, how- 
ever, an increase in the number 
of farm tenants in most sections 
of the county. Approximately 43 
per cent of an farms in the United 
States are now operated by ten- 
ants. The trend of recent years 
is in accordance with the steady 
increase in the percentage of ten- 
ants since the first count was made 
in 1880. At that time, 15 per cent 
of the farmers were listed as ten- 
ants. Farm tenancy is now one 
of the major problems im which 
the Rraettlement Administration 
is working. 

I Attempts to check the growth 
of tenancy have been made chiefly 
because of the instability of resi- 
dence asrociated with a farm ten- 
ant system. Although i^ndltlMis 
1 vary greatly throughout the Unit- 
ed States, studies show that the 
. tenant fanner moves on an aver- 
age ot every four years.

Because of this change in tesl- 
dmce^^the functioning of «;hools, 
churches, and other (community 
enterprises mich as co-i^ierative 
organtations is badly handicap- 
ped. The impermanent interest

No. 8— CITY TRAFFIC 

WHIN we look down from a tall buUding and watch the traffic in the streets 
below, we wonder how in the world all those cars can keep moving 
along . . . crossing intersections, passing each other, turning m and out of 
parking positions . . . without getting hopelessly 
tangled. 

As a matter of fact, from away up there, we do 
see traffic Jams now and then, and many times the 
reasons for the trouble are just as plain as day. 
Someone will try to turn from a wrong position, and 
and in a few seconds the whole line of cars is thrown 
out of kilter for blocks. Or a pedestrian will dart out 
in front of a car so the driver has to t lam on his 
brakes, an^ one after another the cars behind have to 
do the same thing. Then there is apt to be a great 
blowing of horns that only adds to the confusion. 

But when we become part of that traffic our 
whole viewpoint changes. We can't see those things going on up ahead that 
make us stop and start and stop again. And the worst of it is we can't 

look into other people's minds . . . the driver 
who makes a sudden turn, or the pedestrian 
who decides to do sometliing we can't fore- 
sec. The interesting tiling is that wtut pedes- 
trians do may seem strange and illogical 
to us while we're driving; but we're all 
leading double lives . . . sometimes drivers, 
sometimes pedestrians . . . and it's funny 
how our psychology changes when we 
change from one to the other. 

Anyhow, ttiings can happen all-of-a- 
sudden in our crowded cities and we have 
to 1)0 ready for them. And so, as one driver 
has said, we have to drive along with every 
intersection, every alley, every car ... un- 
der suspicion. We all like to think it was the other fellow's fault when we get 
into trouble. But, as we have been reminded, if we're lufHciently alert we 
don't let the other fellow's mistake get us into trouble. 
Expert drivers tell us there is just one thing to 
do ... to give ourselves a marein of safety ... a re- 
serve of space and a reserve of time. 

It's an ea^ matter to take a reserve of space. 
They point out that we don't have to drive right up 
ahnost bumper-to-bumper with the car ahead. If 
we do, the chances are we can't stop as quickly as 
we may need to ... if he suddenly stops, slows up, 
or makes a turn. But if we drop back a little, and 
take a little extra room, we won't have to worry about 
"stopping on a dime" or turning out at right angles 
to avoid bumping. And we won't pick up such a line 
collection of nicked feniters and bent bumpers, either. 
But a reasonable interval of space, or even clear 
saUing, for that matter, won't do us much good if we don't keep a time margin 
of safety too. In other words, we don't want to go so fast that we won't have 
time to do what we may have to do. All-ot-a-eudden 
a car may dash out of a side street, and wc want to 
be sure we can keep our car and that car hrom being 
in the same place at the same time. And we dtm't 
want to have to stop so fast that cars befaind us pile 
into each other for perhaps a bloA back. 

Now just as we need f 
safety margin ehead, we also 
iwed to protect ourselves from 
behind. For instance, many 
drivers tell us that when they 
want to turn w sb^ they 
mtfn it a rule to start at least 
two bloda beforriiand, get- 
tta« bito Uw right pbdtton. 
n somebody bditarf smb tlwm gradually woridng 
over to tlw right, for unmple, why. be Mturtily 
Bfuiea that tteyVa Mth«r gurtng to turn or step. So 
he givea ttwrn a wide berth, to keep out <rf troul^. 
We may aU Imew ttwae UOngs, but we know ttwa

Temporary re- 
lief would be granted such person 
during the time ot their unem- 
ployment, if no other sources of 
subsistence were availaUe, but the 
chief emphastt would be ujxm the i 
finding of antrther i<A>. Only those 
cases definitely determined as dis- 
employables would be granted re- 
gular relief frmn county funds, 
such apprc^riations to be made j 
by the supervisors upon the advice 
of the welfare worker. 

Special emphasis in this pro- 
gram would be placed upon the 
child in the home. In the event 
that the county school board 
would agree to parallel the exist- ' 
ing state truancy laws, the welfare ' 
worker could assist the school au- 
thorities in regular attendance of 
county children of school age not 
now registered in the system. She , 
could also, it was pointed out, as- • 
sist the courts in the matter of ' 
Juvenile delinquency and in the 
further training of the children i 
to take their places in an ordered 
society as useful members. 

H(»pitalization, orphanage and 
old age asylum requests would be > 
investigated, under the proposed' 
department, and regular reports 
made to the county board of sup- 
ervisors as to the capacity of the 
applicants for providing for them- 
selves. It is believed that from 
this one source would come mater- 
ial savings in the funds annually 
expended by the county. 

The Increased scope of the State 
Department of Public Welfare's 
activity, as proposed in bills now 
before the General Assembly, will 
demand the close cooperation of 
such county agencies as has been 
proposed in Princess Anne, the 
advocates of the department con- 
tinue, and those" counties equipped 
for such activity will benefit most 
under the new arrangement. When 
the necessary data has been col- 
lected and digested by the group 
favoring the department, the re- 
port of its findings and its recom- 
mendations will be laid before the 
supervisors for action. 

Mr. James will be asked to pre- 
sent those phases of public welfare 
activity in- which the county can 
play a satisfactory role and to out- 
line the approximate cost of such 
participation in public welfare 
work. All persons Interested in the 
movement will be invited to the 
meeting, it was stated.

In hte address at the dedication 
of the New York State Memorial 
to Theodore Roosevelt— a buUdtog 
adjacent to, and a part of, the 
American Museum of Natural Hte- 
tory to New York City— President 
Roosevelt seized the opportunity 
to quote the views of Theodore 1 
on thte. that, and the other thing. 
Since the occasion was non-poUt- 
leal and personal, the President 
conftoed htanself to quotations re- 
vealtoe the many-sided nature of 
his otetant cousto. unless todeed 
had a potot to mtod to recall- 
tog ctmt Theodore 1 once said that 
"A man who te good enough to 
shed hte blood for hte country te 
good enough taJtie given a square 
deal afterwardT More than that 
no man te entitled to. and less 
than that no man thaU have." 

But suppose the Democratic 
President had dug up some other 
thtogs the Republican President 
said. Consider, for tostance. what 
Theodora said on Inheritance 
taxes: 

It te emtoently right that 
the country should fix the 
terms upon which the great 
fortunes are Inherited. They 
rarely do good and they often 
do harm to those who toherit 
them to their entirety. 
Or consider another statement 
of the RepubUcan President's on 
"mere wealth:" 

Of aU forms of tyranny the 
least attractive and most vul- 
gar te the tyranny of mere 
wealth, the tyranny of a plu- 
tocracy. 
Or thte: 

I do not like the social con- 
ditions of the present. The 
dull. purbUnd fotty of the very 
rich men; theh: greed and ar- 
rogance . . . and the corrup- 
tion to bustoeas and poUtios 
have tended to produce a very 
unhMUthy ccmditlon of excite- 
ment and irritation to the 
p(4)ular mtod. 

Or thto on large corporations: 
There should be regulation 
by ttie natloni^ government ci 
the great inter-state corpora- 
titms, tocludtog a simple 
method of account teeplng, 
pubUclty, supervtelon o^ the 
tesue of securities, abiditimi ot 
rebates and of queclal privU 
leges. 

Or thto agato about Big Busi- 
ness: 

The bustoess which te hurt 
by ttie movement for honesty 
te the ktod of Inistoen ^rtiich. 
to the long run. It pays ttie 
country to have hurt. It to 
the ktod of Inidnen whldi has 
traded to mal» ttw very name 
lygh ttoanoe"«a torm of 
scamial. 

(^ ttito on human rights and 
property righto: 

The man i^io wroni^ hidds 
ttiat every human right te sm- 
ondaiy to pn^t mu^ immv 
give away to tlw advo»te of 
humui welfare, who r^tty 
malntidns tl»t every num 
iKdds hte im^ierty subject to 
ttie general itaht of the oom- 



munlty to regutote tts use to 
whatever degree the pubUc 
welfare may require it. 
Or thte on Pederal righto and 
State righto: 

There must be no neutral 
ground to serve as a refuge 
for lawbreakers of great 
wealth, who can hire the vul- 
ptoe legal cunntog which wUl 
teach them how to avoid Juris- 
dictions. It te a misfortuiie 
when the national legistot&re 
f aUs to do Ito duty to provld- 
tog a national remedy, so that 
the only national activity te 
the purely negative activity 
of the Judictory to forblddtog 
the State to exerctee power to 
the premises. 

Or, ftoally. this on the Consti- 
tution: 

While I agree heartUy that 
the Constitution of the United 
States represents a fixed set 
of prtociples. yet I hold that 
... it must be toterpreted not 
as a straitjacket, not as laytog 
the hand of death up<«i our 
development, but as an to- 
strument' designed for the life 
and healthy growth of the 
nation. 

SmaU wonder that critics of 
Franklto D. Roosevelt, who caU 
down on him the views of Presi- 
dential worthies aU the way from 
the Founding Fathers to CooUdge 
and Hoover, f tod it convenient to 
skip the views of Theodore. . Vat 
Theodore, we suspect, would never 
have qualified for membership to 
ttie American Liberty League.

Mr. ftmas sticks moch mora 
eioaSIy to Ms subtitle, "The Un- 
flnWied Business of Sdenoe" than 
to ids promise of anromiq; the 
yean ahead as T^ennysdn tried to 
do. The "hundred yean" bnrineas 
is mwd more tat effect than for 
an actual guide in our reading. 
Tet, Indicated as we go along are 
ttie immediate needs in each field 
an4 hi general: and lines are teid 
(tewn tor the preamble roads to- 
ward further progress. If there Is 
not much more of forecast, such 
limitation Should hardly be held 
against our author. One needs 
almost a fiotionM imagination to 
create far ahead of one's times; to 
state next-step problems and the 
ways erf getting at them is about 
all we can expect of a good scien- 
tist. Even what Is done here is 
dangerous^ as Furnas himself re- 
marks. Nevertheless, he dares a 
good deal to satisfy our curiositar. 

And. miracle of miracles, this 
man of science wrings out of 
science chuckles and even roan of 
laughter! The whole book is full 
of bright quirks and genuinely 
sustained humor. Pumas is a fol- 
lower of Damon Runyon In style, 
and the effort is not lost. No 
Broadway echo, but typical Just 
the same, he says of rubber: "It 
may seem strange that we Ameri- 
cans should use one-half million 
tons per year of a material that 
cannot even be defined, but 
theologians have talked for 5,000 
years atiout things they cannot de- 
fine, so our case Is not as bad as 
it might be." 

Taken by and large, Mr. Furnas' 
task is a great one. Yet, not only 
is a clear course charted through 
all his explorations, present and 
future, but we find with each 
turning page that the book is 
splendidly written in plain, 
sharply-alive words. There is much 
fun, but, withal, Mr. Pumas has a 
way. of putting things which gets 
the facts across with the minimum 
of distortion and c(HnpIexity. To 
the inclusive field tackled and the 
consistent avoidance of shallow- 
ness is added his final winning 
gesture of maintaining an ordin- 
ary speech and point of view. Us- 
ually difficult theories become al- 
most ridiculously simple under Mr. 
Pumas' touch. 

Especially pleasing to the ordin- 
ary reader, also, is the emphasis 
placed on applications of pure 
science to everyday life in a sec- 
tion which discusses such things 
as smokeless heat, better automo- 
biles, and power energy from the 
sun. Since Mr. Fumas is a pro- 
fessor of chemical engineering, he 
both knows and enjoys tii^ 
points. His hearty interest infe^ 
the reader with a desire to get at 
the bottwn of these mattera. 

This is a good book to own. It 
bears dipping into at many odd 
times, and has depth enough for 
more than one re-reading.

A SUPREME COURT Judge in 
Virginia has Just ruled that 
the tomato is a fruit. He based 
his ruling or. the dictk nary defini. 
tion which describes it as a "South 
American herb widely cultivated, 
usually as an annual, for its fruit," 
and excused a man from jury duty 
on the ground that he was busy 
picking tomatoes.

ECONOMICAL USB OP MEAT IN 
THE HOME 



Meat forms the main' dtoh for 
many of ottr meab, at teaA our 
dinners. Habit and taste may be 
largely responsible for this prom- 
inent place. Homemakers appre- 
ciate the Value of meat as a pro- 
tein food and there is little need 
to recount its value in our diet. 

The cheaper cuts and more ex- 
pensive ones have the same nutri- 
tive value. The chief difference 
is their texture and flavor. Meat, 
like other foods, has advanced In 
price in recent years and thrifty 
homemakers today are seeking 
more economical methods of pre- 
parhig meat for their family. They 
are Interested to learn how the 



greater loss from the meat because 
the fat from the outside of the 
roast becomes melted to a greater 
extent than If it is not seared. 
However, because we have de- 
veloped certain standards for the 
way a roast should look to be ap-

The less expensive cuts require 
more time and attention In cook- 
ing than the more expensive cuts 
such as steaks and chops. A chuck, 
round or rump roast Is classed as 
a less tender cut and is much 
cheaper per pound than a rib or 
sirloin. 

The general method of cooking 
less expensive cuts differs from 
the method for tender cuts. Heat, 
moisture and long cooking help 
to accomplish the desired result. 
First the roast is covered with 
flour and seared under the broil- 
ing tmlt of yoiu: electric range. 
Season with salt and pepper, add 
sufficient water to covei^he bot- 
tom of roaster to the %epth of 
about V2 inch. Set the cover on 
roaster and if there are vents, 
close them. Set temperature con- 
trol to 350° and turn switch to 
bake, and roast until done, allow- 
ing 25 to 30 minutes per lb. 

It is generally conceded that low 
temperatures for the roasting of 
meat are better than high temper- 
atures. While higher temperatures 
cook the meat in a shorter time 
there is a greater loss. This loss 
may be caused by the outside 
shritikage of the meat. The fat 
spatters over the oven. At low 
temperatures there is less loss and, 
though a longer time is retiuired 
for cooking the meat will be more 
uniformly cooked. The drippings 
will be nicely browned and not 
burned, as they are apt to be when 
a higher temperature is used.

Where the mUroad 
Ooea not pettam the collei^im or 
delivery service on account^ of the 
OAwpet or cMi^gnee eleettng to 
perfonn this terminal service, the 
railroad will mi^ an allowaaoe 
to the shimier or receiver, as the 
case may be, ot five cents per him- 
dred pount^i. 

The Inauguratimi <tf this service 
is not for the purpose of putttaig 
the triKtonan out (rf business, it 
was said, but rather to bring about 
a more equal ot competitive ad- 
justment of rates and practices to 
that nofw. generally, accorded by 
the highway operate. Prior to the 
tomctment of laws by C(mgress in 
1935, the highway operator doing 
an interstate business did not file 
schedite of charges applicaMe to 
freight moving from one state to 
anCther. During the 1935 session 
of Cimgress the Motor Vehicle Law 
was passed and made a part of 
;he Interstate Commerce Act that 
had governed railroads since 1887. 
The dead line for filing of tariff 
sditidules wi^ the Interstate 
Commerce Commission as applic- 
able to an traffic, whether hand- 
led by franchise truck lines or 
contract haulers, is February 12. 

On and after that date the 
tariff charges of the highway 
operator can not be departed from, 
except Sr Bwklng changes in the 
usual way aq requh-ed by law of 
the railroads.. There will be for 
the first time some uingible evi- 
dence of the highway charges on 
interstate traffic, and accordingly, 

le railroad will be In position to 
measure with a reasonable ap- 
proximation the charges of Its 
competitor. The effect, therefore, 
of the ccdlection and delivery ser- 
vice Is In the direction of bringing 
order oul of chaos and, at the 
same Ume. to give the public in- 
creased and greater competitive 
f»rm of service without any tul- 
dltional Charge. 

After all, Traffic Manager J. F. 
Dalton said, the public wants com- 
petition and the railj-oads have no 
fear of cimipetition as long as 
their competitor is now reasonably 
regulated under the same terms 
and conditions. There are still, 
however, a number of exceptions 
that permit of many commodities, 
particularly products of agricul- 
ture, to be handled interstate 
without being subject to the Motor 
Vehicle Law, but with the passing 
of time experience will demon- 
strate the necessity for changes in 
the law and when that is done a 
further and more modem adjust- 
ment and practice upon the part 
of the rails may be expected. The 
difficulty in the inauguration of 
service of this kind in the past has 
been due to the lack of stability in 
the charges of the highway oper- 
ator applicable to interstate traf- 
fic, rather than to absence of in- 
itiative upon the part of the man-

The first slave trade to be parti- 
cipated in by a British settler of 
America occurred a decade before 
Negroes from Africa were landed 
at Jamestown. The English parti- 
cipant was Captain John Smith, 
who may thus be accredited with 
initiating the traffic here, and the 
slave was a white boy. 

We are likely to think of Cap- 
tain Smith as a romantic figure, 
because of the glamorous atory of 
his rescue from death by the In- 
dian Princess MatoiflEa. or Po- 
cahontas. All the world may love 
a lover, but Smith and the girl 
were not lovers. She was much 
younger than he and In rescuing 
him was very likely actuated by 
hef general friendliness toward 
the English colonists. 

Although clever and brave. 
Smith was after all a soldier of 
fortune hi a day when military 
adventurers still roamed Europe, 
sophisticated and ruthless, ready 
to take orders from^ the highest 
bidder. Hence, it was not out of 
character that he should have 
been the firat European to sell a 
slave on our soil. 

The story of the first slave trade 
by a British colonist was found 
among old documents by writers 
who are preparing articles for the 
American Guide; the Govern- 
ment's forthcoming 5-volume 
travel handbook. 

Jamestown was founded in 1607. 
One of the early supply ships lent 
to the colony from England car. 
ried a lad named Henry Spelman. 
He was as adventurous as Smith

whom he probably looked upon as 
his model. Perhaps it was with 
the desire of keeping close to his 
leader that he Joined the party 
which Smith took with him on an 
expedition to the .falls of the 
James river In 1609. j 

At the fallst Smith found an 
Indian vUlage* governed by Taux 
(Little) Powhatan, son of the 
Emperor Powhatan and brother of 
Pocahontas. He thought that the 
site would be excellent for a white 
settlement and asked the chief to 
sell it to him. For the purpose of 
barter. Smith had brought with 
him a supply of beads and other 
inexpensive trinkets which the In- 
dians usually were glad to get. 
Taux Powhatan.- however, refused 
I to sell his village site for such 
' knick-knacks. Pressed to say what 
he would accept, he demanded the 
' boy, Henry. 

The thought of selling into 
slavery to unciviliaed Indians a 
leUow English citizen, and a 
motherless boy under his care at 
that, might have been expected to 
fill Smith with repugnance. Quite 
the contrary. He accepted the 
chief's proposition with alacrity 
and delivered young Spelman to 
his owner. 

In a way. the tndian paid the 
boy a tribute by purchasing him. 
but Henry did not appreciate the 
compliment. Soon after Smith and 
his party left, the youngster 
escaped from the village and a 
week later climbed aboard the ex- 
pedition's ship probably anchored 
in the James river. 

Taux Powhatan complained to 
his father and an Indian runner 
was dispatched to Jamestown to 
demand the boy's return The 
colonists were forced to consent or 
face disagreeable consequences. 

Henry remained with Powhatan 
for six months. At the emperor's 
court, he met the vassal king of 
the Potomac, who took a grrat 
fancy to him and, in this instance, 
the b:>y returned the liking. When 
the king started back to Pas-ptan- 
^e. his town on Potomac Creek 
shortly below Quantlco. Henry 
contrived to leave with him. Pow- 
hatan sent a force to capture or 
kill the run-a-way. but they could 
not catch him. 

Several years later. Captain 
Argall found Spelman at Pa«- 
ptan-zie and bought him from the 
king for a quantity of copper. At 
the time of Argall's visit, Pocahon- 
tas was alS3 stoi^lng with the 
kmg of the Potomac. Emperor 
Powhatan was expecting hostili- 
ties with the English and had sent 
her to stay where he thought she 
would be safe. Dreaming of win- 
ning a big ransom of com. Captain 
Argall enticed the princess aboard 
his ship. "Treasurer," and carried 
her off to Jamestown. 

Powtnttan reused to pay for hw 
relrase. so she remained among 
the setttoa. She wttmmA not to 
have toud hw ei^vlty aMe-

New Finance Plan 
Arranged by Ford 

A new "$25-a-montti" plan for 
financing retail purchases of new 
Ford V-8 cars is to be put into ef- 
fect immediately throughout the 
United States, Edsel Ford, presi- 
dent of the Ford Motor Company, 
announced recently. 

The plan, involving substantial- 
ly reduced finance charges and 
broad Insurance protection for the 
car purchaser, is to be offered 
through Ford dealers by the Uni- 
versal Credit Company, authorized 
FOrd finance company. 

The plan has three important 
features: 

1.— Maximum monthly pay- 
ments of $25. plus the usual low 
down payment. 

2.— Finance charges at the rate 
of one-half of one per cent per 
month (6 per cent for 12 months), 
computed upon the total of the 
original unpaid balance plus in- 
surance cost. 

3.— Insurance protection at re. 
gular Conference rates, including 
not only fire and theft coverage, 
but also $50 deductible collMon 
Insurance and protection against 
other accidental physical damage 
to the car. 

The number of monthly pay- 
ments may be reduced, or monthly 
payments less than $25 may be 
arranged, if a large down payment 
is made or If a late model car, 
valued at' more o than the usual 
down payment. Is turned In for 
exchange. The account also may 
be discharged at any time by full 
payment of the balance due, in 
which event a rebate of a portion 
of the credit charge will be allow- 
ed.

IN Btscussmo BRAKBB WB spoke of our cars as transportation systems . . . 
our own private railroads, so to speak, with home for our terminal. 
As a rule we engineers behind the steering wheel work only on local 
runs . . . back and forth from the office, stores, and 
the rest of our regular stops. But every now and then, 
and especially when vacation time rolls around, we're 
likely to want to change our run. And one fine day 
there we are. out on the main Une, at the throttle of 
our "Overland Limited," if you please. 

Railroads put only their best engineers on impor- 
tant runs like that 

What the railroad men mean by the best engineer, 
is the one who has taken his train out and brought it 
in, thne after time, year after year, without a thhig 
to regret Now there's one thing about this engineer 
that explains his good record better than anytMng 
else. He believes in signs. All along the way there 
are signals that tell him what to do, and he does 
exactly what they say. When a semaphore says slow down, he slows down. 
Whenever he gets the sign of a curve or grade, he adjusto his qieed accord- 
ingly. Every red and green and amber light that 
comes winking through the darkness means a definite 
order that he'd never dream of Ignoring. And when 
a flare warns him of danger, he just stops until he 
geU the go-ahead. Now, when we pull out of oiur 
station and on to the main track, if we are good 
engineers we'll take cood heed of our signals as they 
come flashing by— "Curve." "Steep Hill," red Ught-^ 
"Stop." But along comes one that says "Intersection, 
and there doesn't happen to be any car passing on 
that other road. Or one that says "School, go slow 
c-^d there aren't any children about Or "Slippery 
when wot," but today the road Is dry. And what's 
the result? Why, a good many ot us get 1 3 taking th<«o 
- -na's with a gram of sMt and, after a while with 
so much salt that if we aren't careful those warning may lose Ihelr meaning. 
It isn't hard to Imagine what would happen if the railroad engineer got Into 
that habit He wouldn't be an engineer very long. No 
matter how many times his warnings prove unneces- 
sary, he still goes on accepting them as gospel truth. 
And people who drive thousands of miles every year 
t:U us they have trained themselves to ths very tame 
habits as the eneineers. We can Just as easily form 
one habit as the 
other, and it pays 
to form the habit ot 
automatically act< 
ing on the advice 
of our roadside 
sifTns. 

So it Isnt enou:^ 
Just to have our 
engine in good shape, and to watch our 
fu^ and oil, or even to follow the rule 
of not driving too many hours at a 
stretch. Those thhigs are highly imporUnt, 
but it Is Just as important to watch for 
ow signala and follow ttiem religiously.

Projects Listed 

Members of the Board today ex-

The re- 
port is a consolidation of the plans 
of state departments and local 
governments, after duplications 
have been eliminated and state or 
local needs that are obvious but 
were not included, have been ad- 
ded.

ed by the state, large additional 
revenues necessarily must be ob- 
tatoed, notwlthstandtog possible 
economies which may be effected 
in existing functions," it states. 

Present Taxes Not Sntf ielent 

It is the conviction of this com- 
mittee that the normal increases 
to revenues from prerent tax sub- 
jects and rates, even when con- 
sidered to conjunction with the 
profits from the liquor monopoly, 
will not be sufficient to finance a 
major proportion of the total costs 
of the various new programs of 
expenditure. It is believed that 
even tocreases, in moderate de- 
gree, to the rates of taxation on 
the present tax subjects would not 
be adequate to meet these new 
proposals. 

"Should such sources prove in- 
adequate, as this committee be- 
lieves would be the case, there 
would remain no alternative ex- 
cept the ad(H>tion of new tax sub- 
jects, if it. Is proposed to finance a 
major part of the new and in* 
creased functions whose adoption 
is under discussion. 

"The most promtoently nlen- 
tioned of the proposed new tax 
subjects is retail sales. A retail 
sales tax. it has been estimated, 
would yield approximately 64,000.- 
000 annually In Virginia on a 1 
per cent rate. 

Holds Bales Tax Necessary 

"While the committee does not 
urge the adoption of a sales^ tax 
in Virginia, should all or a major 
portion of the prop<»ed new func- 
tions and expenditures be adopted, 
the committee is of the opinion 
that such a tax would necessarily 
have to be imposed to order to f to- 
ance the cost of the programs. 

"Thirty-three states now have 
sales tax laws to effect. Four of 
the states surroundtog Virginia 
have such a tax. West Virginia 
has had such a tew stoce 1021. 
Retail sales tax is usually levied <m 
all forms of retail sales of tangible 
personal property or commodities. 
M(»t states do not limit the tax 
to totangibles only. It is very 
common to find amusements tani 
public utility services m taxed, and 
t«o states tax advertising. The 
rate of sales tax is usually uniform 
for aU taxable subjects, to con- 
trast to Vbe graduated taxes on 
chato stores. Retail sales tax 
rates range fnrni 1 to 3 per cent. 

"Experience with sides Ukixa has 
diown tlmt the retail mles tax is 
the most equitable and at the 
same time the most practical form 
of sales tax to admtoister. Vary- 
ing margins of profit and peculiar 
circumstances sumMinding other 
trade trahsactlons make it dif- 
ficult to determtoe equitable rates 
to apply to them. The retail sales 
tax is simple, and direct and gen- 
««1 to its wpUcaUo^, applying 
as it does to merchandise as it is 
sold to tiK ultimate ctmsumer. 
Ihe p^amidinc of taxes whlt^ 
occurs when oommodit hs 



through a series of transactions is 
deftoitely avoided. 

Taxes Not to Confliet 

"The retail sales tax does not 
essentially conflict with other 
basic taxes, as would other forms 
of sales taxes, but would serve, 
rather, to supplement the types of 
taxes already in effect. 

"It is pototed out by some that 
the burden of the sales tax falls 
more heavily on persons of small 
tocome than upon those of larger 
tocome. Others potot out to the 
same cotmectlon that the sales 
tax will serve to broaden the tax 
base so as to reach a larger num- 
ber of persons who pay little or 
nothtog to the form of direct 
taxes. The tocidence of the tax 
upon persons of small tocome has 
been 'the basis for arguments to 
exempt staple foodstuffs. Such ex- 
ception would, however, seriously 
complicate the administration of 
the tax. 

"In event a retail sales tax is 
adopted to Virgtoia it is recom- 
mended that gasoline sales be ex- 
empt, to view of the exlsttog taxes 
on this subject. It is further re- 
commended that such a retail 
sales tax. If levied, be to lieu of 
the present merchants' license tax 
applicable to transactlcms which 
would be affected by such a tax."

Explaining that the' functions of 
a cmmty welfare agency were aim- 
ed chiefly at a constructive type 
of work among the county's to- 
digent and maladjusted, seeking 
by scientific means to make secure 
the status of the poorer home, 
rather than the mere expenditure 
of increased sums of money in a 
grocery-giving campaign, James 
W. Phillips, assistant commission- 
er of the state welfare department, 
last Monday sketehed the need for 
such a local agency to a represent- 
ative gathering of county residents 
at a meeting held in the Court 
House. 

Increawd Cost Doubted 

Mr. Phillips, who spoke here as 
a substitute for the welfare com- 
missioner, Arthur James, who 
could not leave Richmond because 
of a severe cold, stressed the state- 
ment that the ideal welfare de- 
\ partment is that which spends no 
His money. Readjustment of employ- 
in ables temporarily separated from 
profitable labor and the securing 
of homes for disemployables with 
employed relatives, thereby saving 
sultatantial sums for the county 
administration, and similai^ func- 
tions of a constructive nature were 
outlbied by Mr. Phillips as the 
proper sphere for a trained wel- 
fare worker. 

"Certain unemployables. the old, 
the aiUng and the shiftless, wiU 
ever be county charges and must 
be cared for," he said, "but the

PosdbiUty that a Federal wild 
life sanctuary will be established 
in the Back Bay section of the 
county was made known this week 
in a rep<firt presumably issued fr<Hn 
the office of Colgate Darden, con- 
gressman from the Second Dis- 
trict, in Washington. Details of 
the plan could not be learned, nor 
could information be secured rela- 
tive to a meeting of those interest- 
ed in the project that will be call- 
ed some time in the near future. 

Congressman Darden, according 
to the report which reached this 
office, has interested the . U. S. 
Biological Survey iri the creatibn 
of such a wild game sanctuary, 
and the agency charged with the 
conservation of wild life has ex- 
pressed approval of the measure. 
Similar sanctuaries have been 
established in recent years in other 
parts of the country favorable to 
the production and preserva^tion 
of our native birds. 

It Is thought that from 2,000 to 
5.000 acres of land will be required 
for the project, and the confident 
hope that the movement, if It goes 
forward, will bring about the re- 



habUitatlon of the wild waterfowl 
of various kinds once so plentiful 
in the section has been voiced. In 
recent years, it has been pointed 
out, because of the deterioraticm of 
breeding and feeding grounds, 
wild duck^kd geese have become 
comparati^or scarce. 

Those interested locally in such 
a proposal will be asked to meet 
with Mri Darden and executive 
of the fiiological Survey at some 
date not as yet announced. Caa- 
sideration will be given at that 
time to the land available, toe 
price at wMeh it can be obtoined 
and the effect on the county of 
withdravnng the tract from local 
taxation. 

Although no definite informa- 
tion is available, those questioned 
concerning the creaticm of such 
a sanctuary have expressed ap- 
proval of the plan. Any movement 
designed to restore some of the 
county's former attractions as an 
ideal hunting ground win be 
favorable to local residents, it was 
stated, and the cooperation of the 
Federal government In such a pro- 
gram will be welcomed.

We, per- 
sonally, cannot swallow such a 
transformation, for It has not been 
until recent years that Al has 
shown such a chameleon-like dis- 
position. 

The epithet of socialian, he once 
said in effect, was a mere rabble- 
rousing word ever hurled by the 
organization politician who sought 
to confound his more honest and 
progressive opposition. Does he 
now think that his own unfounded 
references to Moscow, Stalto -xnd 
the like will be otherwise i n- 
strued?

We, who do iraC pretend to 
skiUed to the science oi govem- 
moat or feconmnle procedure, have 
complained of governmental ex- 
travagance, bureaucratic ten- 
dencies, virtual nullitieation ef 
state's rights, makeshift recovery 
programs, even as Al Smith has 
done, so this phfej|K of his speedi 
h^ no quality of novelty or tode- 
piendence. All thtoktog men and 
women have viewed with no small 
degree of alarm this extension of 
government toto ao many aspects 
of our daily life, yet, with the 
realization that this was, at b«t. 
temporary— even as its promul- 
gators argued— there has been 
denytog oertato beneficial results' 
The price may have been a great 
one, but no one can argue rightly 
that we are no further advanced 
than we were three years ago. 

Some of the credit for this im- 
provement must be given to Mr. 
Roosevelt and the Congress, and. 
Al Smith to the* contrary, to 
achievtog such improvement we 
have skirted the menace of com- 
munism as we have departed from 
the no less menacing do-nothing 
policy of Hooverism. Mr. Roosevelt 
is not our Ideal of a heaven-sent 
admtoistratOT, we are quick to af- 
firm that, but no man win deny 
that even to his remedies for our 
many ills there have been some 
valuable togredlents. Certainly, 
imtil some wiser mortal can devise 
a plan more to our llktog, we have 
no thought of Jumptog toto the 
fire, though the skiUet may not 
be a too comfortame rpsttog place. 

Oetttog back to Al Smith agato, 
we ftod that his bitterness has not 
wholly obscured his ambitions. He^v 
will not raise a hand, he says, to 
gato public office, but he wiU not 
refuse it if such is offered. And 
there lies another dismaying 
quality: he has not yet realised 
that the electorate of this nation 
is through with him. He still sees 
himself as the Happy Warrior, a 
figure that has no more appeal to 
thinktog men and women than the 
wise-cracking Jimmy Walker, and 
he continues to delude himself 
that a better day is still ahead of 
him. If Al Smith is ever tendered 
a presidential nomination because 
of a majority belief in his efficacy 
to solve all existing ills, we'll eat 
the platter on which such Is ten- 
dered. 



There is need for outspoken 
criticism of Mr. Roosevelt's admto- 
istration from ranking members 
of his party, there is need fw ti^ 
drastic revision of many existtog 
policies and a return to some, if 
not all of the principals embodied 
to the Democratic platform of 
1932. Hasty experiment must not 
be permitted to hide under the 
skirts of a fuicled progress and 
the Congress must take back 
Uiose prerogatives vested to it by 
the Cwistitution which have been 
delegated to the Pre^dent. These 
things mint be done, false pre- 
mises must be sought out by those 
who dahn adherence to the party, 
but they cannot be changed if the 
voice which demands their ellmto- 
atlon brings to the attaiA a thinly 
disguised bitterness and peramal 
hatred. \

The book is too inter- 
esting to bother about a sub- 
merged thought that Mr. Rourke 
isn't doing all you felt he was go- 
ing to do, but Is just telling a story 
that ends by having been a good 
story while it lasted. Even after 
you've finished the book you're 
sorry to have to admit this. You 
feel here is a man who could write 
a good book and you don't know 
why he hasn't— why he has let his 
story run away with him instead 
of making a significant study of 
character and environment. 

Maybe you're fooled. Maybe Mr. 
Rourke is only another of the de- 
ceptively competent writers who 
never fulfill their premise. But in 
"Haven for the Gallant" there is 
"almost - breaking - through"

THB 81MMERINO SONG OF 
STEW 

Don't ^et yourself in a stew — 
Put yourself around it. Or in more 
formal language serve yourself to 
stew, for it's one of the back-of- 
the-book right answen to January 
menu-planning. 

When stew is on the menu. Just 
add a light salad*'and some fruit 
and your meal is made. 

Stewing, perhaps the most In- 
ffitpensive method of cookiig, is 
simply cooking in a slow simmer- 
ing manner, with a small quantity 
of liquid. Although we usually 
think of it' as a top of the range 
proposition, ovenstewing, using a 
casserole with a cover. Is Just as 
good. 

Clear stew is made with stock 
or water and no thickening. For 
brown stew a gravy is flnt made 
with a brown roux (fat and flour 
blended) and stock or water. To 
make it, dip meat in sealioned 
flour, and fry )n hot oil, then re- 
move the meat and add sufficient 
flour to absorb remaining oil in 
pan and form a rox. Cook this 
until brown, then add a stsck to 
cover the meat. 

White stew is made with white 
stock or milk and water; some- 
times a thickening is added Just 
before stew is served. Ragout is 
simply French stew, and braising is 
simply a combination of roasting 
and stewing in a tightly covered 
vessel. 

But stew like hash, offers you 
plenty of latitude. Oyster stew is 
thin, really a sdup, and South 
American stew is thicker, really a 
casserole dish. Let's call .'■tew any 
delirious mixing of friendly lngre<- 
dients which is cooked in a slow 
simmering manner. But remember 
that flavor is brought out and im- 
proved in meat and poultry for 
stew, if you fry it lightly in peanut 
oil before stewing.

IF f OU want to take pictures these 
winter months that you will be 
proud of. watch the snowfalls and 
try for a photograph that actually 
shows the faUIng flakes, and again 
for one representing the bllzsard 
type ot storm. 

You may shoot and shoot Into a 
swirling snow storm and the flak«s 
themselves will not show In the pic 
tnre, but If you choose the right sort 
of snowfall, the pi:op«r background 
and the right distance^ set the focus 
right end give the correct exnosiire, 
you will get a picture in which the 
curtain ot tumbling flakes is vividly 
portrayed. 

The kind of snow storm for t''-* H 
one that occurs when there is little 
wind, and when the temnpraiiuo 
Is about at the freeiing point. Un 
d?r these conditions the flakes usu- 
ally come down largo and fluffy and 
hence Individoallv are more visible. 
The proper backtrround is impor- 
tant Since snowflakes are white 
they will not show very wrll ex 
cept against a dark background: so 
take your stance before a dark or 
ehaded bnilding and not more than 
say EO feet aWay. If yon are much 
farther away, there will be so many 
flakes between the camera and the 
building that the pictore will show. 
too many of them evertapplng each 
other, as It were. Whet Is needed !• 
a distinct iwcord ol eomnaratively 
a tew of the nnltltnda.

fnirly bright. The chrome type of 
Aim should record the picture quite 
satisfactorily, although the super* 
s?n8ltlve will help out a little more 
on darker days. For cameras with 
double lenses, the aperture should 
be no smsller than f.8 with a shutter 
s<ieed of 1/25 second. If there is a 
sl<ght wind this shutter speed may 
not entirely "stop" the flakes but a 
very sl'ght movement will tend to 
show the flakes all the more deft- 
nitely. The flakes that show will be 
those that tall within a distance of 
a few feet from the subject. 

A regular swirling snow storm 
can also be caught and will be aa* 
other type of winter storm picture 
that will fairly make yon shiver to 
Innk at The picture will not show 
individual takes nor should It. If 
ycra want to prodnce a reallstie p\> 
tnre th^t looks like a roaring Mis- 
sard. The same exposure nggee- 
tions as given tor the otaer type ai 
picture will do.

Farm Crops: "Certified seed 
corn was dtetributed to two farm- 
ers and three com growing de. 
monstratiops were supervised. 22 
potato growers were assisted in 
keeping cost account records. 62 
demonstrations were conducted in 
selecting, treating and bedding 
sweet poteto seed. Due to proper 
fertilizing and proper cultural 
methods used in growing this crop 
and to proper storage and curing, 
it is estimated toat growers made 
a total profit of about $25,000 as 
a reward for their farsightedness 
in this work.
